HOSPITAL’S 
OSPITALIZATION for Brooks and the district adjacent there- 


to is again occupying the minds of citizens of the eastern 
metropolis as will be seen from an editorial in the Brooks Bulletin 
published in full in the next column of this issue of the Recorder. 

No reasonable person will contend that any given 

district is not entitled to proper hospital facilities, and 
‘if other factors did not enter into the matter, it would be admitted 
as a matter of course an hospital should be located at Brooks. It 
has the population and a settled district surrounding it which ought 
to be able to support such an institution. This statement is based 
on the asumption that it could extend it’s activities as far West as 
Bassano, as otherwise the statement might not withstand thorough 
examination. : 

The only reasonable objection to the establishment 
of an hospital at Brooks is the existence of an established institu- 
tion at Bassano, which draws a large part of it’s revenue from the 
district near-by Brooks, and to within a few miles of the Town limits 
of that Town. While the Bassano hospital District is in excellent 
shape financially, due to a substantial surplus built up in the good 
old palmy days, it is almost axiomatic to state that, if a new 
district were created centering on Brooks and took in even the 
Duchess territory, the Bassano hospital would not operate succéss- 
fully, and the same@ould probably be true of the proposed’ Brooks 
institution. ek |i fl 

The proposal to establish a subsidiary hospital at 
Brooks as part and parcel of the Bassano Hospital District is, in 
it’s essence, nothing different than running two hospital: districts, 
except, of course, for the fact that for a few years-at least both 
would be able to operate because of the presentoreserve of 
the existing institution. 

: The Brooks proposal should not. of course, be dis- 
missed lightly. It ought to be examined with great care, more 
especially if it takes in the whole E.I.D., but it ought to-be rememb- 
ered that a small six or eight bed hospital is much more expensive 
io operate per bed than a large institution. 

The answer to the whole problem of hospitalization 
for the whole of the E.E.D. lies, in our opinion, not in the creation 
of another hospital, but in abtaining better and more all weather 
roads connected with Bassano, so that patients would be, excapt 


tnder extraordinary circumstances, reasonably sure of reaching 
hospital without undue delay,
